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In Hie summer of 1867," wild 
Kelly, iIk- pout trader, "I started 
out to take a consignment of goods 
to the Black Hills country, where 
most ol tin- blanket Indians were 

supposed to he gathered 

" I pet out about the middle uf 
August with it Nt i intr of packhorses 
and two men — Bat Lamoure, mj 
driver, and Little Chief, to set a- 
guide and Interpreter to the Ghey- 
ennen and Gros Ventre*}. I could 
then Speak Sioux very well, but 
Little Chief could talk in seven 
wholly different Indian tongues, 
without hi in such mi expedition 
eonld hardly have lieen under 
taken 

" We jogged across to the Little 
Missouri, ami followed that stream 
nearly to i's head wit limit meeting 

Indians. Then w ross'-d over to 

the Hclle Pourcbe, and followed 
that past ih • pine hills. There 
wete no buffalo h exoept straggler*, 
■tray honebesof old imlls that had 

been left, behind in the march of 
south-going herds. When we had 
reached a cr«'ck called Medicine 

Dunce, Little Obief announced thai 
the Ogallalas and their allies bad 
all gone south alter t ho buffalo, He 
said Ihe Ogallalas, or n good pari 
of them, had wintered mi the creek 

the year before and had raised a 

crop of vegetable* at their vlll 

during Hie summer. Thej bad 
gone, and if they bed intended lo 

return would not have moved their 
village and taken all their horses 
out of the country. 

■' It was too late in the season lo 

tarn north to tbe Blaokfoot country, 
so there was nothing we could do 

but L'ta/.e onr stock and hunt and 
rest for a time 

"Then one iiioiiiiiil' R party ol 
Inilians appeared. Then were 

fifteen or twenty of them, a wild lot 
Of fellows mounted on swift bOI 
who circled about our camp, riding 
like the wind, and then si k Ibeir 

blankets at us in token that ibey 
wanted to talk. 

" Little Chief made ttigni to them 
lo come on, and they approached 
cautiously. They piovcd to lie 

mountain Crows ana half of them 

had never seen a while man bel 

"They had nothing lo trade. 
They were all armed with bows and 

arrows, and the only sign of olvll 
ized life in their outfitting W« 

few old woollen blankets 

" My lutepreter was acquainted 

with the river Crows ol the Yellow 
Miotic, and after their curiosity was 

Utile satisfied, be talked with 
these fellows in i heli tongue He 

could gel but little out of llictll, bill 
II, ey promised to return to their buf 
falo camp and bring in some peltries 
In a day or two. 

" When we had -ecu ibe last ol 
them l was quite readj to pack up 

and pull out for the Missouii. fi 



knew that onr visitors belonged to 

the ■ ildesl tribe then in all the 
Northwest, and that the Sioux re- 
garded Ihein as the most expert and 
inveterate thieves in existence. 
"However, when I proposed that 

we get out of country, Little Chief 

counseled delay. He said thai »e 
might be sine these wild Crows 
were watching us keenly and that 
if we should display any signs of 
fear or uneasiness they would the 
sooner HttSCk us So 1 list. 'lied 
bis Indian wisdom, whet her for t he 
best or DOI I've never been able lo 
guess 

" For two or three days we kepi 
an eye out for the Crows and close 

lv herded our Mock at night. 
Then, seeing no furl b-r sign uf 
onr visitors; we concluded thai 
they bad returned lo their villages, 
which must have been two or three 
hundred miles distant. 

"We had packed all our wares 
and new skins, with the Intention 
to pull out at sunrise in the morn- 
ing. Just before daybreak the 
Crows came. Bat was supposed lo 
be nighlherdiiig, bnl h" was proba 
lily asleep on t he prairie when the 
<l in ins and yells sounded. 

" The rascals slipped up on us 
quietly, having shod their ponies 
with buffalo moccasins, fur side out, 
and Ibey were I ighl on lop of us 

when they drummed us out of 
blankets. We Jumped to our feet 
ami worked our Speecei repeaters 
with all possible speed, while a yell* 

Ing mob tode over and round us. 

"Owing tO t he darkness, we c line 
off without a scratch, but when the 
Stampede lad rolled OUl of harm's 
way we stood there, three men on 

fool. With a slock ol trader's goods 
on hand, live hundred miles from I he 
Missouri And worse still, when 

daylight came we found ourselves 

surrounded by a war parly of thirty- 
live or folt.V Crows. 

" The rascals were lined up on 
the prairie on two sides, and when 
we stood Up on the creek bunk thev 
yelled all manner of threats at us 
There was no iloubl of then inteu 

tions. They were after our goods, 

and our eitns. and incidentally our 
scalps I had brought four Spencer 
rilies for myself and men, and Ihe 

crows were armed only with hows 
>t nd arrows and a few old muzzle- 
loading guns. 

" We held a little council of war, 
and finally decided lo make some 
bullbnats for 001 goods and take up 

our march as quickly as possible 

down the creek There had been 
rains on the mountains, and there 
Was water enough m tbe Medicine 
Dame lo float the wide bottom skin 
tubs of the Sioux 

" While 1 watched Hie (lows, 
Little Chief and Hit fell to work 
culling willows and making frames 
for the boats. As they had some 
half tanned bull pells and plenty of 
throngs, there was DO difficulty in 
building the crafl. In an hour 
they bad their fitSl bull boat loaded. 

" My mid-afternoon we had our 

supplies afloat Ave boats, lightly 
loaded and tied together. Then we 
look up our march, Ha' coddling 
tin- boats. Little Chief and I walk 
ing on either bank of Ibe creek. 

There was but little timber along 

I his si ream -only patches of willows 
There was DO cover thai we couldn't 
have driven the Crows out of in a 
lew minutes, so we did not fear an 
ambush. 

" We believed Hint, at least until 

help oame, they would attack us 

only under cover of night, and so 
we pushed ahead as fast as Bat 
could pull the boat. When beaver 
dams lay across the channel, either 
Little Child' or myself would help 
lilt the tubs across Our pro 

was dlaeouragingly slow. The 
Crows followed us leisurely, unite 

like an eseorl ol cavalry. 

"Al nlghl we camped whcie the 
banks of the creek were bare 

;e tat ion, but offered pits 
which we could command the level 
flats on both sldl 

little alter midnight we were 
attacked. The Crows came with a 
i usli, and for a minute 1 thought 
we were done for; but our sharp lite 
and good OOVet disc, minted tin in, 
and they clattered away. Our 

■hots x nocked over two ponies, but 

•i\ ol' their men weie bit al this 
I j me lie ' deil i n I'oncea Una 

the I 

' int he morn in (i a e took up 

our inarch again, Wtlh the Ciown 
following like two Buck* of I, u/./. lids 
"Toward noon they rode on a 



head, aad about three-fourths of 
them dismounted anil took possess 
ion of Ibe cieek channel. Bill we 
had plenty of ammunit ion, and we 
bombarded at every turn of the 
banks and every bit of willow or 
timber coyer, ami so drove them 
oul. We wounded one Indian in 
this li<rhl 

"Thai night Hie Crows camped 
as near to ns as they dared, and 
danced and pounded their torn 
toms all night. They hoped to kevp 
us awake and w. ar us oil! I 
suppose. Kill we took turn on 
guard and slept just the same. 

"The next day WO h.id I wo sharp 
skirmishes in Ihe channel, and in 
the last we dhable three Crows 
This tight would have eneourag- 
ed ns greatly, but immediately 
afterward the hoatiles sent a runner 

to the west 

" Hat ami the interpreter now 
thought that our only chance of 
escape was to crawl away from our 
camp in the night, each man for 
himself, and find eovei 

"1 knew my helpers counseled 
wisely, but I bung OUl for another 
day oi two of bull boating, and 
they agreed lo slay with me 1 
think Little Chief was persuaded 
by the prospect of knocking over 
moie Crows with his rifle, which 1 

new give him as a present. He 

was a keen tighter and a brave 
man. 

"That afternoon our progress 
was very slow and cautious, for 
limber hid thickened along the 
stream, und we had to feel our way 
lb rough the groves, promptly shoot 

ing at every flutter of a leaf that 
could excite suspicion 

"Toward night we passed an 
abandoned village site, where wild 
pumpkins were growing. Some n 
lipe and of great size, and Bat put 
two Or three of ihein into his bull 
boat, to make a change from our 
meat diet 

" That night we camped within n 
sheltet of natural rifle-pit*, made 
by a shoi i of cm ve of I In- creek 
bank just below a grove of young 
ash. We kep close lo I his timber, 
so that we coin I lake to it if attack' 
ed by the Crows, and a deep dry 
ditch protected our position from 
a horse-back rush out of the woods. 

" We had one of the pumpkins 
for supper, and while Bat was cut- 
ting it up an idea came into my 
lead. When we had finished . the 
meal il was dark, and 1 asked 
Little Chief lo Hud tb" Crow camp 
for jne. 

" While he was gone 1 made a 
Jack-o'-lantern of the shell of ihe 
,t pumpkin. Then 1 shaved 
the end id' a dry ash pole to a 
broom head, ami Riled the splints 
with elk tallow melted by a tire 
brand. I put tbe .smooth end of 
my pole through the top of tny 
Jack -o' lantern and through a hole 
in the bottom till I COUld fasten il 
With the shavings torch inside. I 
then tied a eiosspiece to represent 
outspread arms, and was ready for 
my trial. 

" Bat watOhed my work curious- 
ly, and though I said nothing, he 
understood mj purpose. 

" 'Huh, " he said, finally, 'me, I 
have, seen one those -not Ink these 
one — just one lectle head. I think 
these weel scare those wil' login 

sonu I you can geet close 

'noimh. 

" When Little Chief came in he 
said the Crow camp was aboul a 
gunshot above the grove, and thai 
there Were two scouts OH horseback 
On the prairie below us, ami how 
many more on I lie watch he could 

not say, When I showed my Jack- 
o-lantern he looked at it long and 

earnestly, evidently regarding it as 
a fetish of some kind 

" Huh!' he sai I, ' My brothel 
has made a mediciu 

" I then told him and Bat to slay 
by the goods at all hazirds, look 

my gun, the ; lutet n and 

and tWO blankets, and left them. I 
went directly lo the dry ditch. This 

was fifteen or twenty and ran Into 

the Cseek parallel with a curve on 
whloh the Crows were camped. 

" l fell m\ way oautionslj up this 

until I could actually hear tbe Ciows 
talking at their camp, and also Ihe 
sounds of ponies graving close at 
hand, So far I found my pal h clear. 
Il was neck or nothing With me now. 
1 hung tWO blankets on my arms 
and lighted the lurch on my putnp- 
kin head Gra ping the pole 
to draw the blankets about my face, 
yel leaving the eyes uncovered, I 



scrambled up p bank of the 

ditch. Before my feet touched Ihe 
level I heard the picket ponies 
running the length of their ropes 
and snoiling with fright. Some 
of them pulled their pins and scam- 
pered ofT. and then yells from the 
Indians' camp ami a wild rout of 
' confusion followed. 

"With my grinning fire-face 
turned upon Ihein, with flame and 
smoke for a scalp lock, 1 bore down 
on the camp, walking steadily, as if 
intending to eat up everything in 

m\ way. 

" The Crows' camp was cleared 

almost as quickly as if ,i cyclone 
had passed over it. In every di- 
reclion I saw the Indians run for 
their horse*, and when they got to 
them simply took •hcinselves out of 
that country as il i cavalry troop 
Were after them. 

" The next morning we picked 
up nine ponies which they had left 
behind. Six of them were our own, 
and so we had do trouble in getting 
back to the Missouri with onr 
freight— Franklin Welles Calkins. 
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Kill v years ago today, February 
Itiih, 186?, Franklin Pierce, Presi- 
dent of the United States, approved 
an act to incorporate "The Colum- 
bia Institution for the Instruction

Amos Kendall \ ankee, 

with all the marked characteristics 
of that race, the son of\a thrifty 
farmer, born in a Massachusetts 
Village called Dunstable and edu- 
cated at Dartmouth College, where 
he graduated in 1811. He emigrat- 
ed lo Kentucky, taught school at 
Lexington, became a tutor in the 
family of Henry Clay, and for a 
time acted as secretary to Hun 
great man. In 1816 he became the 
ediioi of of iln> leading democratic 
organ of Ihe Stale, published at 
Frankfort, the capital, under tin' 
high sounding title of " The Argus 
Of Western America " Notwith 
Standing his ancestry, birthplace 
and previous association with Mr 
Clay, he became one of the most 
active supporters and ardent 
admirers of Andrew Jackson, and 

when the latter was elected Presi- 
dent he recognized his obligations 
bv appointing Mi Kendall fourth 
auditor of the treasury and later 
promoting him to the Cabinet 
Postmaster General Alter Gen, 
Jackson retired Mr Kendall re- 
mained for a time in tbe Cabinet of 
Martin Van Buren, He was the 

intimate friend Of Ptof. Morse, was 

Intimately Identified with bh 

perinieiits, and when the electric 
telegraph was ready for public tests 

Mr Kendall look charge of them 

1 1 i out the patents, organized a 
eompanv :o Introduce the new in- 
vention, and was its president and 
general manager. He became 
very rich by reason of his connec- 
tion with (he enlei'pn- of the 
richest men in Washington. 

Mr. Kendall was the foundei of 

the Columbia -Institution for the 

Deaf and Dumb and its most goner 



ous patron, its origin was dererib- 
ed in a graphic manner by the late 
J. C. MoGuire one of the ineorpora- 
lors, al the memorial services which 
took place a few days after the 
death ol Mr Kendall at ihe vener- 
able are of eighty-one, November 
IV, iSlil". Mr MeGuire said : 

BIRTB OF II1K INSTITUTION. 

" A despicable wretch, in wander- 
ing over Hie earth, had fortunately, 
as it turned out, made Washington 
his home, where he got possession 
of a building in Ihe first ward ami 
fenced il in like a soil of prison, 
with a high board fence. He then 
hunted up all the deaf and dumb 
children m the community, got 
them in his possession ami took 
them to his building, pretending lo 
call il a school for them. lie would 
then take them about the city and 
exhibit them for money. A 

washerwoman from Georgetown, en- 
gaged in my household, informed 
some of my family that her son was 
a pupil of this man and that in 
visiting him she said that the chil- 
dren in this so-called school were 
treated with cruelty, almost starved 
to death al all limes, and thrown 
aside wilti neglect and brutality 
when I hey were sick 

" Happening to meet Mr. Ken- 
dall a day or two after hearing the 
account given of tins establishment, 
I slated lo him what I had learned 
and he at once, with his premit ami 
characteristic decision of purpose, 
said: Let us go and see how this 
is. On this suggestion we went at 
once, and rinding ihe gale al the 
entance locker) and barred, we 
broke it open and entered the huild- 
I'he miserable sight cannot 
be described : was heart sickening. 
Two of the unfortunate chilure lay 
sick on a pallet, moaning most 
plteously. Cnable to help them- 
selves, it was evident from their 
hoi rid condition thai their wants 
han not been attended lo probably 
for days. Mr. Kendall's generous 
nature feels was deeply moved. He 
called the man lo account for the 
condition of the children and the 
treatment they received al his 
hands. He promised reform. 
There seemed no remedy for ihe 
evil except through the man him 
self. But, this remedy was not 
given, ami his promise of reforma- 
tion was not observed. But a 
philanthropist, who was in earnest 
to do good, had witnessed himself 
the suffering that cried for aid, and 
did not real contented with an un- 
perfoimed promise of amendment. 
Mr. Kendall weal to work, and by 
Ihe aid of ihe law and ?ourtsof the 
District Obtained possession of the 
Children and took them to Kendall 
Green, and there himself became 
their guardian and their teacher, 
and that was the commencement of 
the foundation of this institution 
for the deaf and dumb. 



Increased to $4,400 a year, and in 
1862 the sum of $9,000 whs ap- 
propriated lo erect and furnish ad- 
ditions to the buildings. In ISO 4 
the institution was elevated lo Ihe 
rank of a college and authorized to 
grant diplomas and confer decrees. 
Al the same lime an appropriation 
of $20,000 was made lo purchase 
fourteen additional acres of land 
from Mr. Kendall and Mr. Stiekney, 
his son in-law, which money was 
paid over lo them on perhaps Ihe 
darkest day of the Civil War, when 
the capital was absolutely cut off 
from communication with Ihe rest 
of the country and the outside 
world Gen. Garfield, who always 
look an absorbing interest in the 
college, afterward in a public speech 
pointed out a .singular coincidence- 
thai the University of Leyden was 
founded while thai city was 
sieged by the Spaniards in 
middle ages. 
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CONGRESSIONAL ACTION. 

Congress, having thus taken the 
young institution umlei its wing, 

amended the act of Incorporation 

so thai Hie government might be 
represented by one senator and two 
members of Ihe House of Represen- 
tatives open the board of education. 
Elihu Washburne of Illinois, who 
was always opposed to it, objected 
strenuously to this recocnitlon, 
declaring that it would give tbe 
school a target representation on 
the floor of the House than was 
enjoyed by any congressional 
district in tin country. Mr. Wash 
burne took the ground that it was 
impossible to educate a deaf mule 
so that he could participate in 
public affairs or transact business or 
practice the professions like or- 
dinary men, but he lived to s»e his 
nephew, Ca Iwalbuier Washburne, 
graduate from ihe institution with 
honors after a brilliant career as a 
student. His graduating essay is 
one of ihe most original and polish- 
ed pieces of literature in the Eng 
lisli language. It describes " The 
Mind of a Spider," and may now be 
found in ihe popular school readers 
as an example of literary taste and 
slyle. Mr. Washburne is an artist 
in New York City, and has been 
very successful in his profession.

The program for the regular 
graduatiug exercises in May next 
will tie arranged with appropriate 
reference to the semi-centennial of 
the institution; out I take the 
liberty to suggest I hat Congress 
might, in the meantime, celebrate 
the anniversary and show its ap- 
preciation of the usefulness of the 
most celebrated and advanced 
school for the deaf-mutes in the 
world by purchasing the adjoining 
properly, Ine remainder of the estate 
of the late Carlisle Patterson, called 
Brentwood, which adjoins the 
grounds of the college on the uorth. 
This trad contains 100 acres of Ihe 
mosi beautiful natural pat k in this 
neigh horhood, with fully tin 
acres in a primeval forest of grand 
old oaks, ihe finest trees in the 
vicinity of Washington, 
properly might be bought for $5,000 
or $6,000 an acre. A few years 
hence il will be worth $10,000 an 
acre, and the old oak trees are 
priceless. There is no park in that 
section of the city, which is grow- 
ing with remarkable rapidity, and 
the people are entitled lo one. 
Brentwood needs no improvements. 
It is a park already. It only needs 
a few paths and a driveway lo 
come the Hempstead Heath of 
Washington, and the semi-cen- 
tennial of the Columbia Institution 
for the Deaf aud Dumb could not 
Ik» celebrated in a more appropriate 
manner than by its purchase.

TUK INCORPORATION. 

Mr. Kendall wrote the act of in 
corporation, which contained two 
very wise and far sighted provisions 
authorising the Institution to re- 
ceive Students from any place and 
10 allow them to slay as long as 
they could be taught. The consti- 
tution, also written by him, eon 
tains similar provisions thai illus- 
trate his foresight. He makes three 
persons a quorum of the hoard of 

directors foi tbe transaction of 

business, and nine persons a 

quorum of tin ition which he 

proposed to organise for its support. 
The government, bj the act of In- 
corporation, gave the Institution no 

permanent financial assistance, but 
i to p iv ,i per capita of s 
[or the education of every 
deal, dumb or blind person, of 
teachable age properly belonging to 
this District. 

Mr. Kendall established a school 
on his own grounds, now known as 
Kendall Green, where he had a 

ban isome mansion. He 

• f laud and a small frame 
house, which was sufficient at the 
beginning, and later, as soon as it 

was needed, built and presented a 

costing 18,000. The 

ullowing the foundation of the 

institution Congress provided by 

l act that I mould be 

given to it* suppoit for a period of 
live years in addiiioit to the per 
capita provision for the education 
of Ihe deaf-mutes In the District of 
Columbia. This $8,000 was 
tinned until theend of the time pto- 
vided, when the appropriated was 



Shortly after the act of incorpora- 
tion was approved, Mr. Kendall 
sought for ihe proper man to take 
charge of the pro po se d institution. 
Dr. Pest , director of a school for 
deaf mutes in New York, re- 
commended Edwanl Minor Gal- 
laudet, a young man of only twenty 
years, son of Thomas Hopkins Gal- 
laudet, who had organized the first 
institution for deaf-mutes In the 
(Tutted States The young man was 
a aradoate of Trinity College, Hart 
ford, had laught in his father's 
school and was considered compe- 
tent Mr. Kendall invited him to 
Washington the latter part of April, I 
lS.'iT, and he agreed to take charge I 
of the school with the understand- 
ing: that it would ultimately be 
developed into a college. 

There was no contract, no writ- 
ten agreement , no definite agree 
inent concerning young Gallaudel's 
employment, but he moved down to 
Washingbton in May with his 
mother, who was a deaf-mute, and 
she became the matron of the insti- 
tution She occupied that position 

tor about ten years and lived twenty 
in Washington after her re 
lircinent. Dr. Gallaudel's relations 
with the institution have been un- 
broken from Ihe day of his arrival 
in May, lS. r >T, and every hour and 
every SO! of his life through all this 

has had his influence, dil 
or indirectly, upon its history. He 
had twenty pupils to begin with, all 
from the District of Columbia. 
Nearly 1,400 deaf unites have since 

led undei his influence and in- 
struction. He passed his seventieth 
birthday on the 5th of the pn 
month, and will celebrate his semi- 
centennial of Ihe inslitution. in a 
quiet way to morrow. Sunday, the 
l?lh. by a historical address to the

Editor Journal \ — Through the 
fertile prairie lands of Texas I have 
i»een flying all day to-day. Galves- 
ton, Tex., the city devastated by 
the Tidal Wave of not long ago, 
seemed to have barely recovered 
from the tragedy of the sea. I 
went by trolley and saw rhe wonder 
fnl sea wall, four miles long, and 
through the erection of this Galves- 
ton may be said to be a " city not 
built to die." Yet could my read- 
ers have toured the city with me 
they would have beheld one of the 
most wonderful engineering feats 
to be seen. Imagine to yourselves 
every house on Manhattan Island 
raised on piles from 2 to 8 feet high 
and salt water and sand pumped 
from the ocean through conduits by 
powerful mechanism of scows and 
allowed to scatter all over the 
surface under the piles until the 
sand reaches the required height. 
Whew ! but what a soaking the city 
would get for years !! Yet, that's 
what is being done at. Galveston, 
and a sorry sight the city presents 
just now. And now the beautiful 
and stately palms and ferns that 
surround cottages are dying from 
the salt water. Some rich people 
have constructed huge earth beds 
eight feet alrove level and trans 
planted them so the salt water will 
not soak into the roots It is 
wonderful, too, how huge steam 
ships sail to their piers through a 
passage as wide as the Harlem 
River, arid manage to turn by being 
pushed through and over shifting 
sand by powerful tugs. There i> 
work here for the Government 
Survey and Engineering Depart* 
merit for years to come. 

Here the color line is drawn 
pretty tight, too, and it matters not 
whether the caste be coal black, to 
the beautiful octoroon, the law and 
rule of up and down is observed 
veiy strictly, and to point at any 
one would mean a flourish of six 
••hooters. Yet, to me Galveston 
seemed to be the storage place for 
all the broken down gies and 
wagons in Texas, and I marveled at 
the great number of blacks who 
seemed to have nothing to do, but 
hang out on the corners I saw one 
of those genuine traveling cart-tail 
shows of Southern negroes give a 
performance. They had nn old, 
weather beaten bureau on the 
wagon body, which contained their 
costumes, and how many vari-color 
ed vests and coats they could ferret 
ont of the six drawers of the bureau 
I did not stop long enough to find 
out. The wagon served also as a 
platform. The qnartet — two who 
played a guitar and fiddle — two 
who danced bnck and wing, shaw 
nee, etc , rigged up in hnmorou* 
and hideous mask and dress, work- 
ed a long hoar with an audience of 
about a hundred poorly dressed 
blacks, from whom probably fifty 
cents in pennies was the result 
But these people would sooner 
dance and play rather than mar 
their finger nails. 

Bolivar Beach, along the great 
sea wall. Is indeed one Of the best 
bathing beaches I have ever seen, 
and its amusements, strictly defined 
as whether for whites or blacks, are 
so nearly like those to be seen at 
Rockawav or Coney Island, that I 
will not waste time on them. The 
bathing at night fs more popular 
than in the daytime. Electric 
lights throw a glare over the water 
that is so bright as to permit a hun 
dred yards wading ont. The blacks 
are allotted bathing spots according 
to the tide, so that the water that 
touches them will flow off without 
reaching the white bathers — a novel 
idea yon'll say, and yet it is more 
precautious than the rule of the 
road — negroes to the curb. It 
seems so much like slavery to see 
them under restrictions. 

When the train of Pnllman'sdrew 
into Fort Worth this A.M., I nearlv 
had a fit to see each passenger in 
the wash room sporting a pistol in 
a pocket designed for it wh»*re the 
watch pocket in the trousers ordi- 
narily is. Well, I've Iwhaved 
markably well since seeing them, 
and well may a tenderfoot do so if 
he doesn't want to look like a sieve. 
The last of the quartet of fellow- 
voyagers left me at Fort Worth. 
We all stuck together until Hou.iton 
was reached. What a wonderfully 
level country is Texas. The roll- 
ing plain seems as if 'twould never 
cease. Farm after farm, cattle 
ranges without number, cotton 
fields galore, but now blown. At 
each town we pass the scenes and 
people are typically western— the 
men in wide Texas hats and the 
women of the ranches wear *• rainy 
daisy" skirts. Cowboys on horse 
back fly over the fields rounding up 
the cattle. For the most part the 
soil is cultivated but there are wide 
gaps of waste, and trees are KM 
as ships on the wide sea. But 
Texas doesn't worry about lomlwr. 
Lumber here is or seems to me to 
be used only as fence staves — the 
people burn oil, so do the locomo- 
tives. 

Since leaving Galveston I've rid- 
den over three different railroads 
and each seems to have vied with 



one another to give me the worst 
shaking up. Altho' in a Pullman 
car I'm jammed and banged like 
two-forty and feel as sore as a dog 
with the manage. Maybe early to- 
morrow morning the Colorado and 
Southern Raiboad tracks will prove 
easier Hailing for this ship of the 
Texas desert . 

We witnessed a prairie fire from 
the windows to-day. Tongues of 
flame lept and ciept along magnifi- 
cently. The line of lit" stretched 
as far as the eye could see. Near 
several farm houses we could set- 
farm hands fighting the flame with 
brooms, buckets of water and 
sticks. 

Thousands of prairie dogs perch- 
ed upon top of their sand houses, 
keeping their silent vigil ; jack 
rabbits scooting off in funny and 
zigzag fashion: dead horses and 
cattle ami birds of prey; white 
bones of live stock long dead 
glistening in the sunshine, ami 
small houses that look like dots and 
seem to have fallen from the sky, 
are some of the things seen on the 
ever changing panorama 

Pueblo, Coi 9th — Colo- 

rado is almost a barren waste. It 
looks as if rain was an unknown 
element. Trees are lacking, and 
only on the beautifully colored foot- 
hills is seen the stately evergreen. 
At various towns- passed the names 
of hotels and stores are character- 
istic of the wild west : " Hot 
Tamale," "Chili," " Hot Chile," 
" Dry Gulch," are a sain [tle'tif many 
and the proprietors' names arc in 
big letters, like you see in the yel- 
low journal headlines and their 
warea in Brevier. Adobe /muses 
abound in profusion, made {of the 
clay antl sand that is seen far as 
•ye can reach. Trinidad, C<>l., es 
pecially presented a novel sight 
Phis city owes its existence to the 
mountain streams, ami Irrigation 
The snow capped mountains afford 
perpetual water in the valley. Il 
seerns that nothing is grown in the 
soil. This is a region of cactus 
plants, ami at each town innumii 
able tin cans laying aiioul houses 

and grounds attest the large use of 
canned goods. But beef and pork 
must be plentiful 
What a gorgeous raaaniflcent day 

of scenery and sunshine ihis has 
been. All day long the snow cap 
ped Rocky Mountains have been in 
view sines leaving Triridad. Truly 
the sight is beyond description in 
the vernascular of the west, "bank 
ittpls the English language." How 
many times has the train looped the 
loop in and out of the foothills is 
beyond conjecture — if is fl BOO 
sion of curves, affording viev 
the grandest scenery on earth. 
How I wish all my readers could see 
for themselves the grandeur of their 
country ami the Imposing mountain 
peaks, beyond wl -louds 

rarely get, as exemplifying the pow- 
er of the Almitrhly, and how weak 
man's band. To the east of the 
Itoekies stretches for three to five 
miles the beautiful foot hills, 
among which numerous mining 
camps are located. Here and there 
can he Msffl the chimneys of ore 
smellers, while in the larger hills, 
almost mountains in themselves, 
can l. the smoke ascending 

proclaiming the hand of mankind 
in search of dusky diamonds or 
more precious material from the 
earth's bowels. 

Pueblo is a city of considerable 
size, and it does the heart of an 
Easterner good to gaze once more 
upon a city and people distinctly 
American, after eight days of travel 
by sea and land Xight overtakes 
us as we leave I'uebio, quite four 
hours by rail from Denver, (he cily 
par excellence of Colorado

In South America some of th' 

ire made Of palm leaves. A 
single leaf turned op at the edge 
holds the baby. This cradle is often 
hung in a tree, and the wind rocks 
the baby to sleep. 

In Africa the mother eariii 
baby in a leather pouch slung on 
her back. When she gets lired of 
this way, she makes a hole in the 
•and, undei some shady bush or 
shrub, and tucks the baby h>to it. 

An Eskimo baby is tucked in his 
mother's bond. It is a warm pi 
and travellers say their chubby 
little faces look very good-natured 
ami happy. When the elilM enmes 
out of the hood, he is Stuffed into 
a fawnskin bag; and a string draws 

the garment togstbei like a 

pudding-bag, keeping h and 

warm. 

In Lapland the cradle is a piece 
of wood, shaped like a canoe ami 
hollowed out until it is very light. 
A quantity of grass is put in; and 
in this soft bed the baby laughs, 
sleeps and plays with his simple 
toys all the very long days. When 
bis mother goes to chinch, she 
leaves him outside to keep warm in 
a hole made In the snow, with A 
faithful flog to tlrive the wol 
away. Some! In • ral cradles 

are left in a cluster, when tin- 
children set up such a chatter as to 
disturb the meeting. 



In Persia, when an Armenian 
baby is born, it is sprinkled with 
salt, and left to itself for nearly 
twenty four hours. This is done to 
harden it. This baby is fled in its 
crib, and the little feet are left bare 
in the coldest weather. The mother 
blackens the eyebrows antl eye 
lashes; anil a little girl's ears are 
pierced for rings often when a day 
old, and always before they art- 
four days old. 

The day A Chinese baby is born, 
it is called one year old. When the 
New Year's Dtiy comes, even if it 
happens to be the day after it is 
born, it is two years old; and there- 
after every New Year's Day is its 
birthday. Tde winter cradle is 
shaped like an hour glass, open 
above ami below. The waist holds 
the child in, and Ihe hands are left 
free to play with odtllooking rattles. 
If the baby is a boy, the ton of his 
head is shaved when he is four- 
weeks old, and after that shaved 
a week. In India the baby is 
rocked in a swing. The mother 
takes a long cloth anil tics the two 
ends together over a small rafter in 
the low roof of the house, and putt 
the baby into the fold of the cloth. 
When they go out to work in the 
field, the cloth is fastened to the 

branch <>f sometreee. When it gets 

sick, Ihe mother thinks some one 
of the gods ordevill that the family 
■votship musl be angry, and so she 
calls a sacred man, who wears a 
yellow cloth and pretenda to tell 

secrets, ami asks him what the inat- 
te'r is with the child. He takes two 
or three little idols out of his bags 
antl puts them down on the ground 
before him, repeating some prayers 
to them, and then pielcnds to heal 
what they say. Then he tells the 
woman she has not given her offer 
ings properly, and makes her go 

and bring a few pennies, a little 

rice and even a chicken. These 
he takes for himself and goes away, 
telling her the child will get Well.

the silent peoples. Dr. Callaudet 
hoped d tiling his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been SSSOOiated. This was not per- 
mitted, ami it is suggested as a 
most lilting memorial to him that 
this work lie now undertaken. St. 
Ann's (linrcli is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It, will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will lie used lor the social, re- 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes Of New York. The 
amount required lor " The Gallau- 
tlei Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about tWO.OOO, ami the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a OOnspicUOUS monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silenl peoples. They themselves 

heartily endorse the memorial.
